very such report received, the Chief 
declared, will be forwarded to the Ex- 
cise Commissioner, with the recom- 
merdation that the saloon keeper's li- 
cehee be revoked. 

As a beginning of his attack on the 
winerooms, Chief Young Friday for- 
warded to Excise Commissioner Caul- 
field’s office seven such reports already 
received as the result of an investiga- 
tion made Thursday night. In each case 
he added the recommendation that the 
license. be revoked. \ 

The Excise Commissioner has power 
to revoke a license for any cause he 
gees fit. The law makes him a “czar’ 
over the saloon men. This extreme dis- 
eretionary power, which the courts have 
upheld, has sometimes been exercised 
for political purposes. It was exercised 
by Commissioner Mulvihill in the inter- 
ests of public order and decency, and 
pad his administration no serving 
of drinks to women was permitted in 
St. Louls saloons under any pretext. 

-- Young Takes Initiative. 

Chief of Police Young believes in the 

vihill rule, despite the fact cited by 

m oner Caulfield’s assistants 
that there is no law on the statute 
books forbidding saloons to sell drinks 
to women. His action in¢aking the ini- 
tiative after the Post-Dispatch expose, 
instead of waiting for a request from 
the excise office, showed his strong con- 
victions in the matter.

FILTHY BAKERIES 


Acting Health Commissioner 
Takes Up Crusade for 
Better Food Sanitation. 


WAR ON RESTAURANTS 


Wants Power From City to 
Take Away Licenses of 
Offenders. 


DELEGATES TO AID 


|Gundlach Will Also Give His 


Hearty Support for Im- 
proved Conditidns. 





Following the publication in the Post- 
Dispatch Thursday of a description of 
filthy conditions in some St. Louis bak- 
eries, Acting Health Commissioner Jor- 


dan began work on an ordinance em- 
powering the Health Department to re- 
vake the licenses of such places. 

“We are having a lot of trouble with 
bakeries and restaurants,”’ Jordan said 
Friday, ‘‘and under the present law we 
are powerless to do more than compel 
them to clean up. This remedy may be, 
and usually is, only temporary. 

“With the authority to close such 
places, we could meet the evil more suc- 
cessfully. I have consulted Assistant 
City Counselor Roudebush, and found 
that there is at present no provision 
in the sanitary law making it possible 
to revoke the licenses; and he advised 
me as to the provisions of the ordi- 
nance on which I am now at work. The 
ordinance will provide that citation for 
uncleanliness twice within a year will 
be enough to warrant revocation of the 
license. 

“The defect in the law came forcibly 
to my attention in connection with a 
Broadway restaurant. The dining room 
of. this plate is reasonably clean, but 
the pantry, kitchen and gtoreroom are 


little place off the basement, under the 
pavement, where dirty water drips on 
it, and in the center of this room I 
found a dog tied. . 

“On my recommendation, the Board 
of Health asked License Commissioner 
Alt to revoke this man’s license. He 
found he could not do this. All we can 
do, as the law at present stands, is to 
urge that a new license be denied to the 
proprietor when the present one expires. 

“Our only immediate recoursé is to 
demand a clean-up. The proprietors of 
unsanitary bakeries and restaurants and 
groceries obey this command, but their 
places get dirty again in a remarkably 
short time. This is particularly true of 
bakeries, which can become filthy in 
a few hours, unless care is exercised. 

“With the power to revoke the li- 
censes of uncleanly bakers and others 
handling foodstuffs, rapid progress 
could be made toward proper sanitation. 
The worst offenders could be put out 
ot business forthwith. The others could 
be warned, and then closed if they did 
not give heed,’’ 

Gundlach Gives Support. 

Acting Mayor Gundlach, who was con- 
sulted about the proposed ordinance, 
gave his hearty approval to it. Both 
Commissioner Jordan and State Food 
and Drugs Inspector Meyer comp'ain 
that the present laws are inadequate to 
the task of compelling cleanliness. Jor- 
dan says also that he hasn't enough in- 
sfectors to do the work. Meyer’s task 
is to prevent adulteration of foods. He 
rays substitutes for butter and eges 
and milk are used in many bakery 
products. 

The attitude of members of the House 
of Delegates toward regulation o7 hbak- 
eries, shown in interviews gathered by 
Post-Dispatch reporters, follows: 

Delegate E. J. Russell—I should 
certainly support an ordinance regu- 
lating the bakeries. As @& member of 
the Sanitary Committee of the House 
of Delegates, I investigated the bakeries 
two years ago and found deplorable con- 
ditions. Thursday's story in the Post- 
Dispatch was true. The conditioys re- 
lated therein “ere identical with those 
I discovered two years ago. 

Speaker Edgar R. Rombauer—I am 
in favor of cleanliness and decency 
everywhere. I should not only be giad 
to consider a bill regulating bakerius, 
but would personally introduce it in the 
House of Delegates. 

Councilman William C. Schuts—T 
am in favor of anything leading to 
cleanliness, especially in the bakeries. 
Clean food is of the first importance 
I don't like the habit of many drivers 
of bread wagons, who handle their reins 
and horses and then, witnout washing, 
paw over the bread they are delivering. 

Delegate Henry Rower-—I am cer- 
tainly in favor of legislative remedies of 
conditions in the bakeries if they are 
as bad as related by the Post-Dispatch,

AS ACCESSORIES 


One. Counsel. for..Girl Wife, 
Other for Prisoner Indicted 
for Assassination.’

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 19.—Law- 


yer W. P. Smith, known as “Raggedy 
Bill,” and one of the attorneys for 
K. C. Langston, accused of the mur- 


der of A. W. Shirey, a rich Minturn 
merchant, was indicted t-day as an 
accessory to the crime. Th: killing of 
Shirey involves the romauce or the 
merchant, 65 years old, with a young 
girl, jealousy, two divorce suits, and, 
finally, the arrest of Langston, W. T. 
Blackford, attorney for Mrs. Shirey, 
and Jesse Hill, the slain man’s brother- 
in-law. The two last named are also 
held as accessories to the murder. 
Langston was station agent at Min- 
turn. His name was coupled with 
that of Mrs. Faire Belle: Shirey. - He 
has been in jail for several ‘months 
charged with the crime. 

Blackford and Smith have been re» 
leased on bond of $5000,” but bail 


Shirey a Recluse. 
“Raggedy Bill” was practically 
adcpted by Shirey, who was a recluse, 
owning a large general merchandise 
store at Minturn and half the farms 
of Lawrence County. He stayed in 
the store with Shirey and the two 
lived upstairs for years. 

Smith kept the bog@ks and waited 
On customers atid studied law. He 
was finally admitted to the bar at 
Walnut Ridge and added the practice 
of law to his store duties. Shirey, 
aged 65, was married to Faire Belle 
Hill, a country girl of 16. 

A short time afterward both in- 
stituted divorce proceedings, which 
were passed upon by the Arkansas 
Supreme Court, divorce being granted 
to neither, but Shirey was ordered to 
pay heavy alimony monthly to his 
child wife. 

Langston went: to Minturn as. sta- 
tion agent and there met the pretty 
young wife. 

Becomes Wife's Attorney. 

Smith had been an attorney for Shirey, 
but suddenly changed to the young wife 
and began te collest evidence for her. 
He was forced to leave the employ of 
Shirey, who feared him. Shirey contin- 
ued to gather evidence against his young 
wife and was about to institute new pro- 
ceedings, when he was murdered early 
in the evening of March 8, as he sat on 
a sack of potatoes near the store door, 
the assassin shooting him from the 
potch of the store. 
It is alleged by the State that Smith 
and Blackfofd knew that if divorce pro- 
ceedings were instituted, Shirey would 
be able to prove his charges against his 
wife and thus cut her off from partict- 
pating in the division of his estate. It 
is alleged they informed Langston that 
if he married the young woman under 
these conditions he would recelve noth- 
ing, while if Shirey was slain the wife 
would get a large share of the. 

It is also alleged by the te that 
the attorneys made this known to 
Langston because if Shirey succeed- 
ed in cutting off the young 
they would be unable to collect

elevated train in New York, but was saved by bystanders. Tap. 
to a hospital, she had to be restrained by force from ru 


self from a window. 

Three reporters went to her home, 17 
West- One Hundred and Eighth street, 
New York,’ to inform her that the iden- 
tification of her husband's body » had 
been perfected: Her mother; Mrs. Al- 
brecht, told them she had gone to a 
corner drug store. 

There the reporters discovéred that she 
had just bought a bottle of carbolic 
acid “and, suspecting her design, they 
rushed back to the house, arriving just 
as she was about to drink the poison. 

Bauduy’s aged mother, Mrs. Jerome 
K. Bauduy, is prostrated at her home, 
3651. West Pine boulevard, and it is 
feared that the shock of the tragedy 
may have grave éffects. She is attend- 
ed by her daughter Bessie, the only one 
of a family of eight children who ig at 
home. The father, Dr. Jerome K. Bau- 
duy, a noted allenist, has been sepa- 
rated from his wife for 10 years, and is 
living in Buffalo, N. Y. ~ * 

Louis Bauduy’s body has been claimed 
by his relatives and will be’ buried in 
Greenwood Union Cemetery at Rye, near 
Mamaroneck. He was at one time 
known as the Beau Brummell of S&St. 
Louls, but died penniless, after mak- 
ing every effort to conceal his identity. 

The Bauduys were among the leading 
families In St. Louis in, the old days. 
Mrs. Bauduy was a Miss Keating, of 
the wealthy and prominent Philadelphia 
family of that name, and was also con- 
nected by blood with the equally prom- 
inent Bankheads of Philadelphia. Dr. 
Bauduy had an income of $9,000, and 


Family Long Prominent in St. Louis; 
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Eight Children Were All Handso 


The children, men as well as giris, 
were noted for their physical beauty. 
The girls were all blondes and belles 
of the city. They were educated at 
the Visitation Convent. 

The children were Keating, Bank- 
head, Bessie, Lalitte, Jerome, 
Cadet and Louls.  Lalitte married 
William Marion Reedy, editor of the 
Mirror, and died several years ago. 
Mazie is the second wife of John 
Cecil Clay, an artist, his first wife 
having attempted to end her = life 
with a revolver.

If these hit or miss 
it is all right. If the pitcher works 
hard or lightly, it is just the same, too. 

Kennedy maintained that practice 
pitching positively must not be less 
strong than that to be encountered in 
an average game. 

“Tf it is not up to the standard of a 
regular game,”” he argued, “how in the 
world can the batter be expected to im- 
prove? He comes down to the standard 
he must face in practice, isn’t it true?’ 

So Ted would have it that the pitch 
ers ought to face in practice all the 
wiliness, craft and efficiency of a 
Mathewson trying to win a world’s 
championship pennant. 

But how get such pitching? The regu- 
lar staff could not be expected to throw 
its*arms out fust to warm up a few 
batters, thus possibly unfitting the men 
for use in regular games. 

So Ted set to work to devise a pitch- 
ing gun which would serve .up any kind 
of a curve, at any given height, at any 
rate of speed desired. He could mix 
a high tnshoot: with a low drop, a 
straight fast one with a slow floater—in 
short, anything. . 

So Ted came around with his gun and 
the writer induced Manager McAleer to 
give him a trial. But after Ted’s gun 
delivered a few curves with a muzzle 
velocity of 1000 feet a second around the 
ears of the batters, they said: “Nay, 
Pauline!” and refused tc face machine 
pitching. 

And so, for want of perfection of the 
Kennedy machine, dies a really great 
possibility—at least it is so in theory. 

For if a player were geared up to face 
the superhuman pitching of Kennedy’s 
machine, it stands to reason that he 
would be immensely more confident 
against the less speedy delivery of the 
mere human pitcher. 

Perhaps the plan will be taken up lat- 
er. An Annapolis professor is said to 
have invented a pitching gun which 
will do all that Kennedy claimed for his. 
If he has, it will be put to this use, 
some day, to save the arms of regular 
staff men.

THE ONE BEST CHANCE. 

When an ex-convict, now working honestly for. 
his living, writes to the Post-Dispatch that he is 
“in constant fear,” it is not of the police, for he is 

fair enough to say they are treating him fairly 

‘by letting him alone. 

His whole statement of his case is fair, even in 
the fair answer he has suggested to his own ques- 
tion: “How can a friendless ex-convict. hope?” 
His “constant fear” is of the discovery of his rec- 
ord. He thinks that if his present employers knew 
his record, they would discharge him. Probably 
he is right, but his one hope of successful life is 
‘ living without fear of his past. 

_ If, as he expects, his past overtakes him and 

he is discharged from his present employment, 

he can then begin Hfe over on his: record. Two} 
generations ago a convict, discharged from the 

-Missouri penitentiary did not go far-off to begin 

life over in the hope of escapirig his record. He 

came back to St. Louis and began life at the 
bottom, openly as an ex-convict. He “did busi- 

_ hess” in St. Louis as an ex-convict until nearly 
* all who knew him in his own generation had 

passed away, The next generation knew him only 
‘as a leading business man, one of the “makers 
of St. Louis.” He left a name that was honored 
because he had lived not only honestly and use- 
fully, but openly and fearlegaly. Perhaps many 
who had never been charged with crime not only 
admired his fearlessness, but envied it. — 

Whether he is an ex-convict or not, the man 
who lives honestly and openly on his record is 
admirable and enviable. It is the one best chance 
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CAN ANYBODY DO ANYTHING? 

A distinguished authority on sanitation came to 
St. Louis, looked over the ground and pronounced 
the Ghetto the worst plague spot—the filthiest 
and most menacing slum district—in any civilized 
city. The Health Department admitted it was 
bad, but pleaded lack of inspectors and an in- 
adequate law. There was a deal of conversation, 
but nothing was done. 

Undisputed information that grocers and butch- 
ers were giving buyers short weights and short 
measures 67 per cent of- the time was secured. 
The official Inspector of Weights and Measures 
admitted that it was doubtless true, but pleaded 
lack of inspectors, lack of facilities and an in- 
adequate law. A new ordinance was drafted. 
There was considerable conversation, but nothing 


| was done. 


A 12-year-old girl was found working in a 
sweatshop for 10 cents a day. Her employment 


‘|eeased, but the sweatshops continue, and they 


will continue whether by happy or hapless chance 
other 12-year-old girls are found working in 
them or not. St. Louis is an industrial city, and 
industry must not be tampered with. 

It is now asserted—and positive proof in one 
case has been offered—that conditions in many 
bakeshops are deplorable, that the food products 
are adulterated harmfully in the making, soiled 
in the handling and that generally the methods 
assault the law and the sense of what is proper. 
Again the Health Department pleads an inade- 
quate law and an insufficient number of in- 
spectors. ~ 

Government is as much concerned to safeguard 
health as to protect life. It is as much concerned 
to promote happiness as to protect property from 
fire and thieves. Its health departments are less 
imposing than its fire and police departments 
only because, in the unceasing conflict with dis- 

ease, individuals fight for themselves, and defeat 
i, shtiahdared an individual penalty. Science 
has made small headway against the tradition 
that disease is insidious and unpreventable. But 
we know. now that preventable diseases kill more 
persons each year than the police and fire de- 
partments save in a century. We-know that the 
ravages of single ailments do more damage than 
fire. We know that adulterated foods, unsanitary 
buildings, filth and remediable conditions cause 
disease and death. 
‘We not only know these things, but we find 
‘that we have applied the knowledge in statute 
books cluttered with laws forbidding such condi- 
tions and pointing the way, for their prevention. 
The public payrolls are heavy with the names 
of men delegated to enforce*these laws. 

But the laws are not enforced. In most cases 
there is no pretense of enforcing them. In the 
case of the filthy slums the health officer called 
for more law. In the case of the cheating weights 
and measures the inspector called for more law. 
In the case of the sweatshops more law is the ob- 
Vious need. In the case of the bakeshops are we 
to have a demand for more law? The health of- 
ficer said he could do nothing as to the slums. 
The Inspector of Weights said he could do noth- 
ing, The Factory Inspector said he would see what 
could be done. Can anything be done? Can any- 
body do anything? Has St. Louis a government 
which contemplates doing anything in the way 
of the adequate discharge of governmental func- 
tions except to pay a horde of job holders for 
demonstrating that_nothing can be done? 
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Mr. Cannon has the better position. Objection- 
able as he is, he is a member of Congress by 
vote of the people of his district. He is Speaker

Discourse on the Need of Fresh Air, Written in 1798 
By BENJAMIN FRANKLIN.

T has been a great mistake, the sleeping in rooms exactly closed 
and the beds surrounded by curtains. No outward air that 
may-come to you is so unwholesome as the unchanged air, often 

breathed, of a zlose chamber. As boiling water does not grow hotter 
by long boiling if the particles that receive greater heat can escape, 
so living bodies do not putrefy, if the particles, so fast as they be- 
come putrid, can be thrown off. Nature expels them by the pores of 
the skin and the lungs, and in a free open air they are carried off, 
but in a close room we receive them again and again, though they 
become more and more corrupt. A number of persons crowded into 
4¢ small room thus spoil the air in a few minutes, and even render it 
mortal as the Black Hole at Calcutta. 
A single person is said to spoil only a gallon of air 4 minute, and 
therefore requires a longer 'time to spoil # chamberful; but it is 
done, however, in proportion, and many putrid disorders hence 
have their origin. It is recorded of Methuselah, who, being the long- 
est liver, may be supposed to have best preserved his health, that he 
slept always in the open air; for when he had lived 500 years an an- 
gel said to him, ‘‘ Arise, Methuselah; and build thee’ an house, for 
thou shalt live yet 500 years longer.’’ And Methuselah answered 
and said: ‘‘If I am to live but 500 years longer, it is not worth while 
to build me an house; I will sleep in the air as I have been used to 
do.”’ : 

Physicians; after having for ages contended that the sick should 
be indulged with fresh air, have at length discovered that it may do 
them good. It is therefore to be hoped that they may in time dis- 
cover likewise that it is not hurtful to those that are in health, and 
that we may then be cured of the aerophobia that at present dis- 
tresses weak minds and makes them choose to be stifled and poisoned 
rather than leave open the window of a bed chamber or put down the 
glass of a coach. Confined air, when saturated with perspirable 
matter, will not receive more, and that matter must remain in our 
bodies and occasion diseases.

NEW ‘DEMOCRATIC 
AUXILIARY DYING, 
POLTICANS AVE 


Business Men’s Organization 
Will Give Way to 
Another Club. 


TO SUPPORT FRANCIS 
Chagrined at Receptions, It 


Is Declared They Will 
Act Independently, 





The failure of the Business Men's 
Auxiliary to the Democratic State Com- 


{mittee to fill vacancies caused by the 


resignation of two offices is held by 
Democratic leaders to be a confirmation 
of reports that the auxiliary is to be 
permitted to die an early death. 


In its place, according to these lead- 
ers, is being formed an organization 
which has for its avowed purpose the 
aiding of the candidacy of David R. 
Francis for senator. 

The auxiliary wag formed at a 
meeting in St. Louis July 28. The 
meeting was dominated by Francis 
men, and the followers of James A. 
Reed charged that the real purpose 
of the auxiliary was to support Fran- 
cis and that the political campaign 
in the State would be controlled by 
the auxiliary and not by the State 
committee. This wag denied by the 
organizers. 

Ofifcers' Were Francis. Men. 

In the election of officers, how- 
ever, James E. Smith, who voted for 
Taft for president, was made chair- 
man. H. M. Stonestreet of Kansas 
City,.a relative of Francis, was made 
secretary, and Festus J. Wade, who is 
associated with Francis in many bus- 
iness affairs, was made treasurer. 
Green Clay of Mexico, chosen for 
vice-chairman, was the only Reed 
man named. 

Wade and Stonestreet immediately re- 
signed their offices, and no effort has 
been made to fill the vacancies. 

Reed’s supporters have been open in 
their charges that the auxiliary was 
formed solely for the purpose of aid- 
ing Francis. For several days there 
has been a report current among Demo- 
cratg that nothing further would ever be 
heard of the organization. 

“The Business Men’s Auxillary has 
done nothing since its organization,” 
declared one Democrat, who has a lead- 
ing part in State politics, “and it will 
be permitted to die. In its place has 
risen an association, which, when the 
proper time comes, will make no secret 
of the fact that it is a Francis or- 
ganization solely. It is composed of 
business associates. of Francis, who 
were instrumental in organizing the 
auxiliary. 

Chagrined at Reed Crowd, 

“These men were chagrined at the 
way the auxiliary was accepted by the 
Reed crowd. If it had been permitted 
to go ahead, its money, under the 
plans, would to some extent have gone 
to aid the entire ticket, though there 
seems little doubt that its principal 
energies would have been directed for 
Francis. 

“Now the money these men put up 
will go to the Francis campaign fund. 
I believe Reed’s friends made a mistake 
in their attitude toward the organiza- 
tion. Its purpose was pretty well un- 
derstood, and the legislative’ ticket 
would have derived benefit from it.’’ 

James E. Smith, chairman of the aux- 
lliary, left St. Louis soon after its or- 
ganization, and will not return until 
about the middle of September. 


Carleton Is Silent. 

Murray Carleton, one o&the promoters 
of the auxiliary, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at the Francis headquarters 
that he knew nothing of the affairs of 
the auxiliary, and could give no infor- 
mation regarding a report that the aux- 
lliary would die and in its place a 
Francis organization would arise. 

Collins Thompson, secretary to Fran- 
cis, said he had heard nothing of the 
report. He said, however, that Francis 
undoubtedly would have an organiza- 
tion in St. Louis and in all parts of the 
State. 

Democrats now are saying there is lit. 
tle doubt that the Democratic conven- 
tion in Jefferson City, Sept. 13, will in- 
dorse former Gov. Folk for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for President. 

Some’ of those politicians who have 
been anti-Folk men gince early in his 
term as Governor, declare they are not 
in favor of an indorsement, but, at 
the same time, they say they would 
fear to oppose it because of the danger 
of losing the Folk following for the 
ticket. 

Sanders Is Confident. 

Lon Sanders, who is managing the 
Folk campaign, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter there would be no question about 
the indorsement. 

“I have received letters from 9 per 
cent of the men who will compose the 
convention,” said Mr. Sanders, “and 
every one says he will vote for the in- 
dorsement. Not one of those from whom 
we have heard has announced himeelf as 
opposed to it.’’ 

The convention will be ecimpesed of 
the members of the State Com*hittee, 
and candidates for State offices and 
for the Legislature.
